A prima facie case of unpatentabiUty is estabUshed when the information compels a conclusion th^ a 
mioatentable under the preponderance of evidence, burden-of-proof standard, givmg each term m the clann 
S^naU co^mction consistent with the specification, and ^ef- -^^^^^ S^ven 
to evidence which may be submitted in an attempt to estabhsh a contrary conclusion of patentabiUty.
